^y^HAT  thc'profeflion  of  a  player  was  anciently  held  foiiieiiines 
1.  as  contemptible,  and  loinetim^s  as  odious,  is  knowji  to' all 
wlio  are  acquainted  with  the.  hiftory  of  mankind  ;  but  the  caufes 
of  this  are  alfo  known.  Stage- playing  being  originally  nothing  • 
better  tlian  coarfe  and  ruftic  buffoonery,  when  Thcfpis,'or  fuch  as 
^riiefpis,  exhibited  their  performances  in  a  cart,  it  could  not  fail 
to  be  contemptible  ;  and  wh^  the  idea  of  contemptds  once  an-  . 
nexed  to  a  profclhon,  it  is  not  eafiiy  removed— hence  it  was  that 
the  bufinefs  of  (lage-playing  was  appropriated  to  (laves,  or  to  the 
♦  nieaned  of  the  pfppie.  That  the  profelfion  was  odious,. there  is  , 
no  wonder;  fince  the  ancient  comedy  was  a^barefaced  attack  u- 
pon  living  characters,  who  were  brought  upon  the  ftage,  and  expo- 
ied  to  public  (corn.  In  more  modern  times,  wherc-ever^  the 
Clirillian  religion  was  edablidied,  players  were  looked  upon  with 
a  moll  unfavourable  eye,  becaufe  their  (hews  tended,  to  keep  alive 
tlie  liaions  of  heathenidi  idolatry;  an#  however  much  later  times 
may  have  improved  in  liberality  of  fentiments,  it  muft  be  acknow¬ 
ledged,  that  their  prejudices*  againd  the  profedion  of  a  player 
have  continued  much  longer  than  could  have  been  expended* 
I'he  effcifts  have  remained  after  the  caufes  have  ceafed  ;  and  be¬ 
caufe  players  have  once  been  obnoxious  for  having  fomented  paga-  * 
nll’m,  they  ivere  obnoxious  (lill  when  paganifni  was  no  longer  an 
object  of  attention  :  the  human  mind  continued  its  averhon  to 
them*  as  a  man,  who  had  been  tolled  at  Dca,  feels  hinilelf  agitated 
\<k.  IX.  Y  y  :  "  long 


Ifiiig  aftrr  be  is  iipf)n  land,  or  as  the  foolifli  perfbn  iTientv>j^\:u  by 
JMr  Locke,  who  being  accuftoraed  to  Itrike  the  hours  in  imitation 
a  neighbouring  clock,  continued  to  llrike  after  the  clock  Has 
removed. 

But  .the  prefen t  age  beholds  the  profelTion  of  a  player  in  a  pro¬ 
per  light,  and  treats  it  accordingly.  Wc  now  fee  that  it  ought 
to  be  rauked  ainongft  the  learned  profclliorns  :  for  the  truth  is, 
that,  in  order  to  be  a  good  player,  there  is  required  a  greater 
lhare  of  genius,  knowledge,  and  accoinplilhmenis,  than  for  any 
one  profeifion  whatever  ;  for  this  reafon,  that  the  profellion  of  a 
player  comprehends  the  whole  fyltein  of  human  life. — quitquid 
•Tgunt  homines.  When  I  talk  thus,.l  talk  of  an  univerlal  player; 
ami  liirely,  in  order  to  that,  in  any  degree  of  perfection,  all  that  I 
have  now  mentioned  is  neceifary.  For  any  one  of  what  are  com- 
nionlv  called  the  three  learned  profefTions,  ‘viz.  law,  phyfic,  and 
divinity,  iheie  is  no  doubt,  require  much  knowledge,  and  much 
atidrefs,  or  many  accomplilliments :  But  the  player  mult  have'a 
lhare  of  the  requifues  of  each  of  thefe  clalfes  of  men,  becaufe  he 
mult  alternattly  reprefent  an  individual  chara<!:lcri(lical  of  each. 
IVir  Dryden’s  line  fatirical  lines  on  the  duke  of  Buckingham^ 

“  And  in  the  ipace  of  one  revolving  moon, 

Is  poet,  ll.iterman,  fidler  aiid  bufToou.” 
may,  with  a  little  variatum,  he  feriouliy  applied  to. thc^univerfal 
player  ;  for  he  ninfl,  in  the  fpace  of  a  moon,  be  lawyer,  divine, 
and  phylitian,  vviih  all  the  other  charaiTters  or  diferiminations  of 
the  human  Ipecics,  which  have  been  lorined  in  fociety.  In  Mr 
Samitel  yohnfon’fi  noble  prologue,  at  the  opening* of  Drury-lane 
theatre,  it  is  laid  of  Shiikefpearc — 

“  Fach  change  of  many  colouted  life  he  drew.” 

The  fame  may  be  faid  of  a  player,  who  animates  the  paintings  of 
Shdkejpearc.  M'c  who  live  at  prefent,  have  an  opportunity  ot  ob- 
lerving  a  wonderful  example  of  what  I  have  now  fet  forth.  Mr 
Garrick  exhibits,  in  his  own  perfon,  futh  a  variety  of  chara<fters, 
with  fuch  propriety  and  excellence,  as  not  only  to  catch  the  im-, 
mediate  apphuife  of  the  multitude,  but  to  be  the  delight  and  ad¬ 
miration  of  the  jiulicioiis,  enlightened,  and  philofophicai  fpetta- 
tors  :  as  was  laid  of  'Feitnce, 

Primores  poptili  arripuit  populiwique  tribuiim. 

W’hen  I  maintain  that  learning  is  neceifary  to  a  player,  who  is 
to  reprefent  a  man  of  learning,  1  do  not  mean  that  he  is  to  be  uu- 
derllood  to  have  as  much  learning  as  may  be  annexed  to  the  cha- 
rac^ter  which  he  reprefents.  Thus,  in  order  to  appear  well  upon 
the  llage,  as  a  lawyer,  a  phylician,  or  a  divine,  it  certainly  is  not 
neceifary  to  have  a  deep  knowledge, either  of  law,  phylic,  or  divi¬ 
nity  ;  yet  it  is  neceifary  to  have  lb  much  knowledge  as  to  enter 
into  the  general  ft  ope  of  the  charatfter,  and  have  a  juft  perception 
of  the  diiTereni  exprefiions  ;  not  to  mention*  that;  without  foine 
knowledge  of  the  icience  belonging  to  cacli  tharadlcr,  it  is  impot 
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liblc  fully  to  lee  the  blunders  and  abfurdities  arifing  from  igno- 
r.iiue,  petulance  and  conceit,  which  often  conditute  the  ridic  nie 
uf  the  part,  and  appear  unmeaning  and  inlipid,  if  not  fet  otf  by 
ihr  player  with  due  intelligence  and  poignancy. 

It  may,  therefore,  be  fairly  maintained,  that  the  more  know¬ 
ledge  a  player  has,  the  more  vvill  he  excel  in  his  profelfion  ;  and 
I’o  true  is  this,  that  fuperior  judges  of  theatrical  excellence  can 
direern  improvements  even  in  the  performance  of  Mr  Garrick^  u- 
pon  feeing  him  again  in  characters  where  they  had  once  imagined 
it  impollible  for  him  to  be  greater  :  for  Mr  Garrick  is,  by  ftudy 
and  obfervatiou,  continually  adding  to  his  itock  of  fcieiKe,  and  en¬ 
riching  his  mind  with  new  ideas,  towards  which  his  late  travels 
through  a  good  part  of  Kurope  have  no  doubt  very  much  contri- 
h  ucd,  and  the  fertility  of  his  own  lively  fancy  is  always  produ¬ 
cing  frelh  thougliis, 

j3ut  not  only  are  learning  and  (Lienee  neceilary  for  an  univerfil 
player  ;  he  mull  alfo  have  all  the  genieel  accompliftiments— he 
moll  be  ele^ans  forniiirutn  fpe^atQr^hc  mull  have  elevation 
and  tendernefs  of  fentiment,  dignity  and  eafe  of  deportment— be 
mull:  even  hav^  a  knowledge  of  the  weaknefles,  the ’follies,  the 
ankwardnels,  and  rufticity  of  human  life.  Let  us  recollect  Mr 
(i.irrtck  in  Hamlet  and  Akel-Drugger^  Lear  and  Shafp^  henry  IV. 
and  Hanger^  and  the  truth  of  what  has  now  been  obferved  will 
appear  at  one  view.  I  grant  that,  to  be  an  univerfal  plaver,  a 
man  muil  be  horn  with  extraordinary  talents,  and  mult  employ 
unwearied  pains  ;  and  even  that  thefe  (liould  have  their  efiWl>  21 
long  courfe  of  practice  is  neceflary,  and  every  year  will  being  a 
greater  degree  of  excellence.  But  the  requifites  for  an  univerfal 
player,  mull  be  found  in  a  greater  or  lefs  degree  in  every  player 
who  would  hope  to  excel  in  '  his  profelfion  ;  fo  that  the  ^niore 
knowledge  that  he  acquires  in  the  department,  or,  to  ufe  the 
llage  phrafe,  the  walky  for  which  nature  has  intended  him,  the 
more  will  he  be  dilUnguilhed,  and,  without  a  competent  fliare  of 
knowledge,  it  will  be  in  vain  for  him  to  tread  the  llage* 

We  may  indeed  be  told,  that  we  have  had  many  players, 
whole  names  it  would  be  invidious  to  mention,  who,  tho*  brought 
lioni  the  dregs  of  the  populace,  and  grofsly  ignorant,  have  fet  the 
audience  in  a  roar,  and  exhibited  low  comic  characters  with  much 
truth,  as  w'cll  as  in  a  diverting  manner.  As  to  this,  it  mull  be  ob¬ 
ferved,  that  knowledge  is  not  to  be  circumicribed  to  what  we 
learn  in  books  and  fchools ;  a  great  variety  of  it  is  picked  up  in 
the  prac^tice  of  life  ;  and  however  ignorant  low  comedians  may 
li.ive  been  in  a  relative  fenfe,  it  may  be  affirmed,  that  none  of 
them  who  have  excelled,  have  been  delliiutc  of  dilccroment  and 
ohfervation  in  the  fpherc  in  which  they  moved;  fb  that  they  can¬ 
not  be  faid  to  have  been  ignorant  of  their  (ywn  fubjeiis^  if  that 
term  may  be  here  ufed.  1  would,  bow'cver,  beg  leave  to  differ 
from  the  pbilofophers  of  old,  who,  when  trcaiiug  of  the  duties  of 

* '  '  men 


men  in  tVieir  feveral  ftatinns,  when  comparing  them  to  players,  fay, 
that  there  is  no  matter  what  part  is  afligned'  toia  performer, 
whether  that  of  a  king  or  a  peafmt.*^ — The  c)Ueflion  >is-**-has<  he 
done  his  part  well  ?  For  though  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  -who 
performs  the  part  of  a  peafant  well,  is  better  than  he  .who  per. 
forms  the  part  of  a  king  ill,  yet  a  player  is  intitled  lo  a  greater  de. 
oree  of  praife,  in  proportion  as  he  reprefents  a  lelfer  or  greater 
character,  and  alfo  in  proportion  to  the  variety  of  charatSters 
which  he  reprefents. 


ArMluitics  of  Ron\e,  from  Grofley^s  OTfervalions  on  Italy 
(Concluded  from  page  326.) 

Cardinal  PassioneTs  Hermitack.  '  ' 


TXrlTH  lefs  expence  and  parade  cardinal  Pafllonci  had  built 
T  V  and  ornanienred  his  Camalduli  hermitage.  This  hermi¬ 
tage,  contrived  on  the  fide  of  the  mountain  of  Frefcati,  had  a 
piurj>ect  of  Rome,  part  of  the  Campania  and  its  fea,  witlV  an  «ho- 
lizonial  view  of  the  Ruhnella  of  the  Jcluits  lying  under  it.  The 
difpofition  was  modelled  from  the  irregularity  of  the  ground. 
The  apartments  formed  as  many  infulated  pavilions,  difperfed  a- 
mong  groves  communicating  along  ferpentine  paths:  and'thefe 
paths  ended  at  the  main  walk,  which  itfelf  was  laid  out  only  as 
the  monniain  would  permit,  being  cut  in  it  like  a  little*  bank.  A- 
long  the  borders  of  this  walk,  of  ihefe  paths,  and  thefe»  groves, 
v/ere  placed  funeral  monuments  which  the  cheerful,  verdure  a- 
round  them  enlivened.  Thefe  monuments  were  ancient  tombs 
of  all  dimeniions,  urns  of  different  figures,  moflly  very  uncomnu>n| 
and  Greek  and  I^atiii  e])iiaphs  of  ages.  The  molt  remarkable 
piece,  at  le.ift  in  its  bulk,  was  the  tomb  of  an  emperor  of  the 
lower  ages.  Cardluil  Albani,  to  whom  it  belonged,  had  made  an 
otfer  of  it  to  cardinal  Palfionei,  with  the  exprefs  provifo  that  he 
lliould  hoift  it  into  his  hermitage,  fuppofing  this  to  be  utterly  im- 
P'jinblc;  however,  cardinal  PaHionei,  by  dint  of  machines^ and 
oxen,  at  length  eft'eclcd  it,  *  »  ♦ 

Among  tlie  epitaphs,  that  on  a  Greek  at^refs  attracted  particu* 
lar  noiicc,  being  of  a  great  length,  in  characters  of  the  belt  times, 
and  tinely  prelcrved.  1  w'as  for  copying  thofc  inferiptions  which 
1  thought  molt  artci^ting,  or  inofl  fingulai  ;  but  the  cardinal  faved 
me  that  trouble,  informing  me  that  he  had  fent  a  complete  col¬ 
lection  of  them  to  the  Royal  Academy  of  Bellej  Lettres  at  Paris. 

In  the  dining-rot)m  Itood  a  ciflern  taken  out  of  the  ruins  of 
Adrian’s  villa  at  Tivoli.  Jt  was  an  oblong  fquare  of*  four,  feet  to 
three,  nUvd  one  in  denih.  and  nierced  in.  its  center  a  lube; 
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the  car<linal  havin<^  alighted  on  the  ancient  pipes.  I  never  faw 
auv  golclfniiih’s  work  comparable  to  this  cillern,  either  for  ele- 
o-\\\cy  of  form,  tallc  of  the  ornaments,  or  delicacy  of  workman* 
ihip.  The  cardinal,  in  his  pavilion,  rhad  a  clofet  of  rbooks  rather 
citoice  than  many.  In  the  nioft  confpicuoiis  part  of ‘  this  clorlet 
hung  a  portrait  of  the  celebrated  M.  Amaud,  a  Sorbonne  dodtor  ; 
and  near  it  was  a  large  odlavo'  bound  in  green,  without  a  title: 
on  opening  it,  there  was  the  LettreS'Previncidlesm^ve  languages, 

Bur  this  hermitage  had  nothing  fo  extraordinary  in  it,  ai*its 
founder  :  lie  was  free,  open,  and  juft,  in  his  converfation,  in  his 
de.jliugs,  and  all  his  atftions;  in  a  word,  cardinal  Paftionei  was 
really  a  ])haenomenon  in  a  country  and  a  court,  which  are  the 
very  center  of  intrigue  and  the  moft  artful  practices.  In  his  love 
lor  literature  he  had  no  et]ual :  nobody  ever  fliewcd  more  ardour 
ill  promoting  it,  and  nobody  ever  more  heartily  detefted  the 
jediits:  this  love  and  this  haired  were  the  .two  fprings  of  his 
views,  his  (themes,  and  his  whole  condinft.  An»  unexpcdled'  fe- 
llraiut  on  his  declared  fentimeius  proved  his  death  :  though  eighty 
ye  n  s  of  age,  his  genius  and  conftituiion  retained  all*  their  vigour. 

His  deceafe  was  followed  by  the  fpeedy  deftrutftion  of  his  her¬ 
mitage  :  the  people  of  Gamalduli,  on  whofe  ground  it  was  built, 
fecouded  by  their  neighbours,  immediately  fell  to  pulling  dowti  a 
plice  which  he  had  formed,  and  was  his  fupreme  delights  1  have 
iieanl,  ihat,  to  make  the  quicker  work  in  its  demolition,  his  ran¬ 
corous  enemies  tumbled  down  from  the  mountain  nioft  of  the  mo¬ 
numents,  which  the  cardinal  bad  placed  there.  •  -u 

To  the  Roman  antiques,  with  which  1‘was  inoft  taken,  I  think 
I  may  add  one  of  a  very  remarkable  kind  indeed,  and  diftorered 
but  a  little  before  my  arrival.  .  '  '  i  '  ? 

The  abbot  Maieas  had  accompanied  the  hiftiop  of  Laon,  When 
going  to  Rome  as  ainbaflador  from  France/  Though  the  account 
given  by  Spartian  of  the  magnificence  with  which  the  emperor 
Adrian,  had  colletfteJ  for  his  houfe  at  TiVoli,  the  nioft:  remarkable 
producis  of  the  feveral  provinces  of  the  empire,  be  but  Tupefficial, 
this  learned  Frenchman  undertook  from  it  to  fearch  thej^iiiml 
on  which  the  ruins  of  that  houfe  lie  fcattered.  Among  fome 
plants  quite  foreign  to  the  foil  of  Rome,  and  which  have  perpe¬ 
tuated  themfelves  on  this  ground,  he  perceived  a  flirnb  emitting 
a  kind  of  gum,  made  ufe  of  by  the  labouring  peafants  for  perfuni- 
ing  their  fnuff.  The  firft  fhrubs  of  this  fpecics  which  he  examin¬ 
ed  weie  weak  and  knotty;  but  advancing  towards  an  eminence 
intercepiing  the  north  wind,  be  perceived  others  very  vigorous, 
and  lobe  nothing  lefs  than  that  valuable  flirub  from  Which  the  A- 
rabians  gather  the  balfam  of  Mecca,  and  by  the  eaiptcror  Adrian 
imported^  and  cultivated  in  his  gardens  at  Tivoli.  The*  abbot 
Mazeas,  it  is  to  be  prefumed,  will  coromttakate  to  (<>uie  bfialte 
academies  of  which  he  is  a  member,  the  '^xirticBlars  of  Tiis  obfer- 
vations,  and  the  difeoreries  arhtivg  from  thcui.^^.  •  ,  ^  •  m  ^ 
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TT  is  very  iminatcrial  to  mankind  wliat  part  of  the  globe,  or 
JL  whether  bipeds  or  quadrupeds^  or  bothy  gave  birth  to  the  mate* 
rials  of  which  1  am  compofed.  But  were  it  otherwife,  it  is  im- 
poIflMe  1  (hoiild  be  aide  to  give  a  certain  account  of  what  preceded 
my  cxidence.  I  Ihall  therefor^  content  myfelf  (and  I  hope  it 
will  fatisfy  otherb)  with  beginning  my  hidory  at  that  memorable, 
period,  when  my  maker  drove  three  fniall  nails  through  inyi 
temples,  to  fallen  me  to  the  block  on  which  I  had  been  formed, 
in  order  to  adjiilt  all  my  parts,  and  give  me  the  (inilhing  glols. 
Xo  ibnner  was  I  thus  made  capable  of  guarding  bfains^ 

than  I  was  fold  to  a  noted  foK-hinitin^  Efquirey  near  Kproin.  ThC' 
tare  that  had  been  taken  to  fet  me  otf  to  the  bed  advantage,  was 
now  I'cldom  repeated;  (or  my  mailer,  in  order  to  preferve  a  con^ 
fidency  throughout,  paid  as  little  regard  to  the  external  cmbcllidi- 
inents  of  his  head,  as  he  did  to  the  internal  regulaiion  of  it.  ^  It' 
was  fudicient  for  him  that  I  defended  that  part  where  fenfe  ought 
to  have  redded,  from  the  wind  and  rain,  while  piirfuing  his  „fa-» 
\ourite  employment.  I  was  therefore  feidom  reindated  in  my'r 
original  deck  and  glolly  attitude;  but  when  my  frame  was  diff 
compoled  by  entangling  thickets  in  the  chace,  his  method  of  ,r^  ft 
thjcing  me  to  due  onler  and  decorum,  was  to  take  me  by  the  fot^p^ 
top  and  daih  me  violently  againil  a  poll.  This  operation  I^fre-b 
<('iently  underwent  at  the  dole  of  the  hunt,  w^hen  ray  mailer 
%i(»vvn  to  his  bottle  with  his  brother  fporifmen.  He  tvas  no  pbilod* 
Ihpher;  he  knew  nv'thijtg  about  the  Newtonian  fyllem,  or  the  jaws  vai 
iA'  and  re-aition,  but  found  the  operation  anfwcred  his^pd^.^ 

asui  when  that  was  attained,  he  never  racked  his  brains  about  the  • 
l  aiionale  of  the  means.  The  violence  of  the  blow  inftantly  made  "  ' 
f  ich  a  confnlion  in  my  pliant  frame,  as  occaiioned  all  my  parls^toV» 
fpring  up  in  refentmeiu  into  the  original  attitude  in  which  iny  i. 
mailer  had  Formed  them.  I  was  a  faithful  fervant  to  hintjUp*!*^' 
M'urds  of  twelve  months,  till  one  day  as  he  was  purfuing  tb.fa^-;)’' 
vonriic  cHverlicwi,  when  liquor  had  foniewhat  heated  his.braiji*,  he  . 
rode  fnrionlly  through  a  thicket,  and  I  was  left  behind,  Tufpended.. 
like  .Ibiiiionty  between  heaven  and  earth,  for  fevcral  days.  Tbeo  X 
velocity  of  his  Heed,  and  the  fiiuation  of  his  head,  had^carriedn 
liim  f»  far  before  he  ilopt,  and  fo  confufed  his  retentive jfaculti^a^i  'ju 
that  he  knew"  not  in  vhat  part  of  the  thicket  he  had  parted  fronp^i;!^ 
me,  and  iherc((»re  he  neglected  to  make  any  (earch  after  me. 
length,  however,  I  was  obferved  by  a  colleiior  of  fupernumervy- 
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Hock,  and  trampled  in  the  mire,  where  I  lay  in  a  comfortlefs  fitu- 
atioii  till  next  morning.  Soon  after  the  light  made  me  vifible,  I 
was  picked  up  by  a  Jtage  'waggoner,  who  was  going  to  Loudon. 
This  fellow  having  no  occafion  for  me,  fold  me  at  the  next  ale- 
hoiife  became  at  for  half  a  crovjn,  to  the  landlord,  who  foon  after 
Ibid  me  to  the  barber  of  the  village  for  one  (hilling  profit.  Here 
1  was  frefli  oiled,  prefled,  combed,  and  powdered,  till  1  refuined 
in  (l)me  degree  my  primaeval  afpecfl.  I  hung,  however,  a  con* 
liclerable  time  on  the  block  before  a  purchafer  offered.  At  length 
a  young  fellow  in  difguife  came^  and  purchafed  me  at  a  guinea 
(my  inafler  protefling  1  had  only  been  worn  a  'week  by  the  per- 
loii  for  whom  he  made  me,  who  he  faid  was  fince  dead)  and  car¬ 
ried  me  to  his  mafter.  1  knew  not  into  whofe  hands  f  had  fal- 
Icu,  but  foon  found  I  had  been  purchafed  to  carry  on  the  dark 
purpofes  of  deceit,  and  promote  an  intrigue  of  the  moft  villainous 
kind.  The  perfon  whofe  pajie^board  apartments  1  was  now  dc* 
iigued  to  cover,  was  a  'white-headed  figure,  fomething  between 
rruin  and  bov,  whofe  'vacant  idiotica I  countenance  cbaracterifed  him 
more  of  a  Fool  than  he  was  generally  thought  to  be,  till  the  pub* 
licaiion  of  his  elezant  letters  fhcwed  him  foith  to  the  world  in  his 
prf)pcr  colours. 

From  my  antiquated  form  and  colour,  he  thought  me  very  fit 
for  the  vile  purpofe  of  difguifing  him  from  the  obfervaiion  of* 
mankind,  and  accordingly  always  wore  me  when  he  profecuted 

bis  favourite  defigns  of  for— —n  and  ad - y.  The  partner 

of  his  guilty  pallime,  whofe  name  is  now  well  known,  and  whofe 
character  is  deliiieated  by  truth  in  fable  colours,  admired  me 
much,  protefling  I  was  charmingly  becoming  to  her  fweet  dear 
little  friend,'  She  coaxed  me,  and  combed  me,  while  on  the  head 
of  Ikt  inamorato ;  and  I  vvas  confidcred  as  a  great  ornament,  on 
account  of  my  being  fb  ftrong  a  contrail  to  the  pale,  emaciated, 
lank  checks  which  I  incircled. 

My  mailer,  although  (as  I  faid  before)  no  pbilofopher,  had  a 
llrange  propeufity  for  difeovering  the  longitude,  although  he  was ' 
not  by  nature  or  art  furnifhed  with  fufficient  capacity  or  implements 
to  fiicceed  in  the  theory  or  praHice,  Still,  however,  he  would  be 
frec]uenily  attempting  i>ew  proofs  of  (kill.  In  an  unfortunate  hour, 
while  my  mailer  was  contemplating,  the  door  of  the  room  burft 
open.  The  noife,  and  the  unexpected  entrance  of  fome  rude  fel¬ 
lows,  who  had  a  fiifpicion  what  was  upon  the  carpet,  and  wanted 
lobe  witnelfes  of  ilie  difeovery,  intirely  broke  the  thread  of  my 
mailer’s  reafoning,  and  fpoiled  his  calculations,  TbeTudden  re- 
vuljion  of  the  animal  fpiriu,  and  dijloeation  of  ideas,  'which  tvok  , 
place  in  both  the  (Indents  on  this  uiilpoked*for  intruilotl,  threw 
the  one  into  a  fwoon,  and  frighted  the  other  fo  much,  rhat  for- 
gelling  me  he  ran  hare-beaded  out  of  the  room,,  and  declared, 
He  'ICO  It  Id  take  his  Bible  Oath,  that  he  was  not  found  in  the  Lady^s 
opurtment.

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I  was,  however,  foon  after  reftored  to  him  again  ;  but  as  he  had  ; 
now  been  known  to  have  had  me  in  his  pofiedion,  he  confidered  ole 
as  ufelefs  to  him,  and  therefore  1  was  difearded  and  thrown  afide 
Jw  him.  Soon  after,  however,  one  of  his  doineltics  fold  me  to  a 
barber  in  St.  Alban’s  for  five  jhilitugSy  who  has  (ince  that  tiihe 
made  as  many  guineas,  by  fhewing  me  on  a  block  in  his  fliop  to 
the  curious.  Here  I  now  remain,  and  as  I  have  been  feeii  by 
moll  of  ilie  inhabitants  in  .this  and  the  adjacent  towns,  my  mailer 
talks  til  fending  me  to  Cwnbcrlandy  but  I  am  apprebenfive  of 
meeting  with  biu  indilferent  treatment.  I  Ihould  rather  (were  it 
ill  inv  power)  be  conligned  to  the  ufe  of  the  Lady  who  lb  tnuth 
admiretl  me  Her  capacity  is  too  extcnfivc  and  her  difpofttion  too 
tend^r^  i»>  alarm  my  fears.  With  her  1  might  pals  the  relid ue  of 
my  days  in  cafe;  with  her  I  might  again  probably  be  admitted  to 
tielii  demonflrailon,  in  llie  hours  of  foft  and  nndillurbed  ainufe* 
meiit.

An  Account  of  the  Fair  o  f  Sinigaglia  ;  from  Grofley^s  Obfervations 

on  Italy. 

SiNiGAGLIA  has  retailed  the  name  of  the  Senonefe,  fettled 
in  this  .]>art  of  ancient  Umbria.  Senonwn  de  nomine  Senotj, 
lays  Sil'uf  ItalicKS,  It  belonged  to  the  dukes  of  Urbiiio,  who  had 
llieliercd  it  from  the  iufuUs  of  Turks  and  pirates  by  Ibme  fortifi* 
cations  Hill  fublining.  In  1758,  its  circuit  was  enlarging,  in  order 
to  vvhich,iis  works  on  the  well  lide  were  rafed,  and  new  ramparts 
built  like  the  former,  which  the  labour  of  pulling  them  down 
Ihewcd  to  be  of  a  very  llrong  conllriidtion. 

The  enlargement  of  this  city,  on  account  of  the  vail  concourfe 
of  people  at  the  fair  time,  and  the  foreigners,  whom  the  great 
bulinels  done  at  this  fair'  might  induce  to  fettle  herc,‘  had  long 
been  necelfary,  fo  that  we  mull  fuppofe  there  were  Ibmc  political 
reafons  againll  it.  The  difference  between  pope  13enedi<5t  and 
Venice  having  diminilhed  the  weight  of  thefe  reafons,  the  apofto* 
lie  chamber  made  choice  of  that  jum^ure  to  lake  the  works  in 
hand,  and  very  brilkly  were  they  carrying  on  under  Monlignor 
iVlerlini,  prcfidcnt  of  Urbiiio,  who  had  bgnalized  himfelf  by  an  ex* 
]>edition  againll.  the  fmugglers  ;  an  expedition  which  had  deter* 
mined  pope  Benedict  to  Uipprefs  the  farming  of  tobacco  in  hisdo^ 
lutnious,  and  bring  this  article  again  into  the  common  courfe  of 
trade. 

^rhe  air  of  this  cltv,  however,  c.innot  boafl:  of  niore  falubrity 
than  that  ol  all  ibis  coall  of  the  Adrialicr'  Boccacc  fpcaking  of  • 
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young  woman,  che  non  -inai  era  feriza  mat  d*  occhi,  con  un  color 
verde  e  giatloy  adds  che  pareva  che  non  a  Fie  foie  ma  a  Sinigagiid 
Lwveffe  jatta  la  Jlate,  Nov,  4.'  giorn.  S,  i  e.  Who  was  coiuinn- 
‘  ally  troubled  with  fore  eyes,  and  her  complexion  green  and  yel- 
‘  iow,’^  adds,  **  that  (he  looked  as  if  (he  had  fpent  the  fiitnmer  at* 
^  Sinigaglia  and  not  at  Fiefole/^ 

Sinigaglia  affords  nothing  remarkable,  either  in  its  public  or  pri¬ 
vate  edifices.  We  indeed  faw  fonie' paintings  by  Barrocci,  and,'* 
in  a  finall  church  in  the  high  (treet,  a  pic^ture  quite  new,  which 
Ihnck  us  extremely,  by  the  exact  refemblance  of  Sc  Charles,  the' 
]»t‘rfon  it  reprefentcd,  to  a  French  prelate,  whom  we  had  iicard^ 
jircMch  at  Paris  before  the  affembly  of  the  clergy. 

Wr  reached  Sinigaglia  time  enough  for  the  opening  of  the  fair, 
which  holds  the  eight  lafl:  days  of  July.  The  Oiorc,  along  which 
’.VC  liad  come  from  Fano,  was  lined  with  cniverines,  cannon;  loop¬ 
holes,  old  arquebufes,  all  pointed  towards  the  fca  ;  likewife  with 
|)  li  lies  o(*  (oidierS'in  barracks  at  regular  ditiaiices,  hefides  Ibmc 
Ihips  of  the  pope  lying  in  the  offing.  Jn  (hort,  nothing  had  th^ 
apoliolic  chamber  omitted  for  the  I'ufely  of  the  fair, 

Mr  Mcrlini  was  there  in  perlbn,  and  kept  open  houfc  for  the 
neighbouring  nobility.  All  this  nobility,  men,  w'oinen,  and  thil- 
clien,  for  whom  this  fair  is  a  party  of  pleafure,  throws  a  pleafing 
variety,  and  a  kind  of  tranquillity  aniidlt  the  perpetual  hurtle  of 
crowds  of  people  of  all  nations,  eagerly  looking  out  for  one  ano- 
ther,  or  hurried  in  removing  goods  from  the  harbour  or  road  to 
the  city,  from  the  city  to  the  harbour  or  road-;  in  unpacking  or' 
jMcking  up,  in  embarking  or  landing,  not  a  (ingle  heart  of*  carri¬ 
age  or  draught  is  made  ufe  of  for  this  bu(ine(i  ;  the  whole  is  done 
by  faebiuiy  or  porters,  who,  with  equal  dexterity  and  rt'rength, 
carry  the  greatell  burdens  whether  in  weight  or  bulk.  Thls  fight' 
puts  one  in  mind  of  a  fire,  with  multitudes  got  toother,  foinc 
cjiienching  the  flames,  and  others  clearing  the  hotifesr.  The  rtrccts 
are  all  (liaded  by  tents  hung  acrofs,  and  wetted  from  time  to  lime  ; 
and,  for  the  conveiiiency  of  carriage,  the  ground  is  hoarded.  Pa- 
l.aces,  boufes,  the  whole  city  is  a*  warchoufe  ;  the  harb(>ur,*  the 
c]iiays,  the  ftreets  arc  one  continued  fliop,  and,  in  the  midrt  of 
them,  a  thoufind  little  ambulatory  (hops  moving  backwards  and 
forwards.  W^hat  fweating  the  heat  of  the  dog-days,  amidll  fuch 
hurtle,  and  fuch  a  crowd,  and  in  fuch  a  climate,  inort  occarton, 
may  eafily  be  imagined.  The  ditches,  the  glacis,  and 'the  out* 
Works  of  the  city,  are  covered  with  tents,  huts,  kitchens,  and 
horfts  (landing  at  pickets  ;  and  in  every  little  cottage  ^re  (lowed 
Icveral  families.  The  people  of  fafhion  fliclter  tbemlel^esr  in  the 
coffee-houfes,  where  abbess  are  alvvays’ gallanting  the  ladles,  and 
liiefe  tricked  up  in  all  their  finery  in  the 'French  mode. 

TIic  bads  of  this  fair  is  formed  by  the  iflands  and  all  the  coafls 
of  the  Adriatic,  Sicily,  and  a  part  of  th6  Archipelago,  The  Al¬ 
banians  and  Archipelago  Greeks  bring  light  ja^cts,  waHlccrats, 
IX.  Z  z  fijirts. 
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lliirts,  ca]>s,  bahoiiclies  or  large  puppets,  wax,  honey,  &c.  An  Al¬ 
banian  vefl'el  had  a  liciing  of  tar  in  goai-fl«;ins,,  the  greater  part  of 
which,  whether  ill  made  or  rotten,  burll  in  bringing  them, from- 
the  harbour  to  the  road  ;  fo  that  this  part  of  the  fair  was  all  over 
tar,  and  crowcVuig  with  people  fcranibling  for  it. 

Nigrior  lUyrica  tunc  pice  poitus  erat. 

The  Greeks  fpeak  Italian,  or  make  ufe  of  the  Lingua  Franca: 
a  harlh  compound  of  Greek,  Italian,  and  Provencal,  the  three 
finooihell  languages  now  in  being.  Ly  their  air  and  countenance 
they  appear  as  good  people  as  one  would  wilh  lo  deal  with  :  eve¬ 
ry  one  lay  dozing  on  the  pavement,  his  body  being  a  kind  of  fence 
to  his  little  Ihop,  and  thus  f)ld  away  without  changing  hisjitua- 
iton.  In  ail  other  dealers,  the  national  air  mipht  be  dillinguiihed 
ill  f.rli  bgbl.  'rhe  Lombard,  the  Svvifs,  and  the  Lyonefe,  called- 
to  ev’cry  c>ne  that  palfed  hy  to  fee  what  they  liked,  eagerly  dif- 
jilayed  all  his  Iho]),  exacled  beyond  all  reafon,  but  very  complai- 
fiUily  thanked  the  leafl  cullon>er.  'The  liollancicr  was  wholly 
taken  nj>  with  the  dirpofuion  of  bis  Hiop,  placing,  brulhing  and 
ile.udng  every  piece.  The  Romanele  and  Sicilian,  leaning  with, 
his  belly  ngainll  his  counter,  with  his  hat  thrnft  down  to  his  eyes, 
and  his  b.anih  acrois  in  the  llecves  pf  the  oppoilte  arm, -was  rutni- 
natiiig  on  his  accounts.  iullcn  and  haughty  Englifhinan* 

Ihewed  what  goods  were  afkedof  hini,ai  the  fame  time  naming  the  , 
j^rice,  and,  on  any  appearance  of  haggling,  haftUy  put  them  up  a- 
gain,  and  took  t’other  turn  iii  his  (hop.  I  faw  two  Frenchmen 
there,  one  an  abbe,  taken  up,  like  us/  with  viewing  the  fair  ;  the. 
other  ha\dng  bought  a  fillet  of  a  pretty  Grecian  woman, 'was  for 
adding  to  it  tv\o  ftnall  ribbons,  and  dtlired  her  lo  favour  himi-fo 
1  ir  as  to  few  them  to  the  two  ends  of  the  large,  ribbon.  Thefe 
words  were  no  lt>ouer  out  of  his  month,  than  out  came,  over  the 
iJreeiaii  beauty’s  (lioulJer,  a  brawny  arm,  naked  to-  the  elbow, 
holding  up  to  the  abbe’s  .npfe  a  till,  with  the  fore-finger  ercifl, 
and  at  the  fame  time  acconipauicd  with  a  fierce  voice,  Signor  %0f 
from  her  indignant  hulband,  to  whom  that  ugly  arm  belonged-  ^ 

On  the  third  d  tv  of  the  fair,  the  Venetiau  commander  of  the 
pniph  appeared  off  Sinigaglia  in  his  proper  fhip,  accompanied  with 
I  nnr  tmaller  gallies.  Every  year  be  makes  this  appearance,  tin- 
4ler  pretence  of  protec^ting  the  fair,  but  rather  i(4  receive  a  fettled 
Le  paid  him  by  the  apoflolic  chamber,  and  which  by  Venice  is 
Ivioked  on  as  an  acknowledgment  from  the  Pope  of  its  fovereign* 
ty  over  rhegulpli.  In  a  pretty  keen  ex  pod  illation  about  this  fee, 
a  Pope  alking  a  VVneiian  anibafiador  wdiere  w'cre  the  republic’s 
vouchers  for  the  fovereignty  of  the  gulfh  ;.,ibey  are  to  be  found, 
holy  father,  :anf\vered  he*  on  the  back  ^j.Conftan tine’s  grant.  ' 
Vtiraicrlv  the  cottj mander  of  the^  gulph  came  adiore  at  Sinigagl*^ 
v^iih  a  numerous  letimie,  and  fpent  two  or^three  days  there,  du¬ 
ring  which  tlie  governor  was  to  entertain  him  as  a  fovereign. 
a  new  agreement,  the  governor  goes  aboard  of  the  coniinander#  ' 

and 
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and  fettles  with  him  there  :  by  this  agreement  every  body  is  a 
gainer  ;  the  Venetians  tit  out  but  a  very  llight  fquadron,  and  it 
onlv  fliews  itfclf  at  a  diflance  ;  and  the  governor  is  rid  of  the  in. 
ciimbrance  and  expence  of  entertaining  the  commander  and  his 
train  at  Sinigaglia.  If  any  are  lofers,  it  is  the  mere  fpcclators, 
this  agreement  having  made  a  coiifiderable  diminution  in  the  va- 
licty  of  the  (how. 

J  Dcfcrtption  of  the  celebrated  Mr  Pope^s  feat  at  Twickenham. 

^  I  ''HIS  villa,  which  formerly  belonged  to  Alexander  Pope,  Efq; 

i  and  where  the  legal  offspring  of  Apollo,  Swift,  Gay,  Prior, 
Arhuthnot,  and  Parnclle,  bccalionaJly  refortcd,  is  now  the  rch- 
(lence  of  Sir  William  Stanhope,  hart,  tecond  brother  to  the  right 
hon.  the  earl  of  Chellerfield.  Its  dillance  from  London  U  about 
tlurtcen  miles,  and  from  tbe’ village  of  *T>vickeflh a  111  about  Four 
minutes  walk.  It  ranges  in  front,  along  with^a  firing  of  bcaunTui 
facing  Richmond,  and  is  wafhed  by  the  Thames,  whicji 
glides  at  the  foot  of 'a  defcendhig  Jawn,  a  few  paces  .diilant  from 
the  houfe^  '  '  .  '  *  .  ,  ...u,  f  ♦ 

I'his  manfion,  when  the  property  of  Mr  Pope,  I  am  told,  coil. . 
Tided  but  of  one  floor  rather  irregularly  built,  and,  from  what  it 
hear,  deiigiiedly  fb,  as  convenience,  and  neatnefs  were  his  only  ob-* 
jecls.  But  the'prefent  horidurablc  proprietor  has  not  only  added 
tvvo  other  floors,  but  a  large  haiidfome  vving'  which,  gives  U  a  rp.  * 
eular  appearance,  and  now  forms^  altogether,  a  fpaclous^^* 

elegant  building.  ’  ,  ..''d* 

Under  the  houfe,  and  which  arches  the  firfl  floor,  is  the  grotto, 
fo  often  celebrated  in  the  letters  of  Mr  Pope’s  cotemporary  wHiers. 
I'han  this  nothing  can  be  fuppofed  more  hermiiical  and  Jjpetic.  it 
tonlids  in  length  of  an  arched  vVay  that’riiiis  through  l lie  bottom, 
of  the  houlc,  and  opens  into  one  of  the  dark  walks  of  ^  the  garden* •> 
on  the  one  end,  and  on  the  other  into  the  lawn  in  front;  fo^  that 
ihefe  coiurafted  views  put  you  in  mind  of  a  telefcope,  which' at 
one  extremity  makes  every  thing  appear  near  aixl  magnified,  and? 
the  other  dillanced  and' diminifhed.  The  fldes  open  into  littlc*» 
cells,  in  each  of  which  are  placed  (to  give  it  a  ftronger  air  of  re- 
liremeni)  a  feat,  a  baion,  and  fbme  tutelar  faint  cut  in  ftonc.  The 
roof  of  the  padlige  is  looking-glafs,  which  a  good  deal  enlivens  r 
this  little  cave,  and  gives  you  no  bad  pi<flurc  of  ibc.i  antipodes, 
from  the  inverted  manner  you  fee  yourleVf  .  ' 

Through  this  grotto  you  pafs  to  the  gardens  (which ‘are  pretty 
much  laid  oiit  in  the  (lylc  of  ihofc  at  Kenfingtoo,  but  with  much 
more  fimplicity),  confiding  of  fi?rpciiline  walks,,  wildcrncffcj^lawns,. 
and  retirements,  every  thing  feemingly ’^tuitous ;  and  whenever’- 
art  is  introduced,  flie  is  apparently  calle'd  in  only  ‘as  the  band- 
maid,  not  the  miftrefs  of  nature.  Indeed  Mr  Pope  had  too  great^ 
a  knowledge  of  horticulture  himfclf  to  err  in  a  dcHgti  of  this 

'  •  kind 
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kind;  for  if  we  recur  to  his  poem  on  the  duke  of  Buccleugh’i 
exj)eurive  feat  at  Edge-hill^  we  fliall  find  him  decrying 
the  fall'e  tafle  that  prevailed  there,  through  tlie  whole  of 
that  poem,  hut  more  particularly  in  the  four  follow'ing  lines; 

No  pleafir.g  intricacies  intervene, 

No  opening  walks  to  varl’gate  the  feene  ;  ' 

(irovc  nods  at  grove,  each  alley  has  its  brother, 

Airtl  half  the  platform  jnfl  reflects  the  other.’' 

It  m  ly  not,  perhaps,  be. thought  unbecoming  to  this  fubjetf^, 
wliiiit  i  iTTi  upon  it,  to  mention  a  fhppofilion  made  by  the  bard  in 
tills  very  poem,  which,  in  a  lefs  eiilighteried  age  than  the  prefent, 
v/ould  be  futiicient  tadub  him  a  prophet,  or,  at  leafl,  the  founder 
of  a  re;ft ;  whlcli.  is,  when  fpcaking  of  the  vail  lums  laid  out  on 
this  fpit,  iie  feems  to  foretel  the' prefent  fate  of  it,  by  fiipjxifing 
that  ihofe  iuiprovcments,  c::preiTtve  as  they  were  then,  might  in. 
time  recur  10  their  original  ULUation ;  or,  as  he  hiinfelf  beautifully 
e.^;prc^^es  ir, 

**  And  Imgl'.ing  Ceres  re-afaime  the  land.” 

'Tiiis  prediction  has  exic’ly  happened  ;  as  the  whole  improvement 
was  lome  years  ago  purchafeJ  by  a  inaller-buildcjr,  who  confidcr- 
iog  the  hoafe  in  the  vic'.v  of  Hones,  timber,  and  mortar,  and  the 
g  irdeiis  only  as  they  ctivered  .fo  many  acres  of  ground,  converted 
the  one  init)  a  Icxlge,  niul  tlie  other  into  a  number  of  meadows.  , 
III  the  center  ofilie  garden,  and  fide-ways  of  the  Thames,  is  a 
very  plealing  nioiint,  which  you  reach  by.  an  eafy  circnlar'afcent. 
Its  hirface  on  the  top,  which  is  a  level  green  thickly  planted  with 
a  double  row  of  weeping  willows,  is  about  twelve,  feet  diameter, 
open  ai  one  end,  to  a  profpecl:  of  the  river  for  near  three  miles, 
wiiitli,  about  tiiis  part,  forms  itfelf  into  many  ferpeniihe  folds,  and 
fliCvvs  f>  many  coiuplicaied  beauties  furroundlng  it,  that  the  eye 
is  not  only  repoled  but  captivated' with  the  profpeth  This  fpot,  , 
frtnii  its  extreme  privaev,  and  ciclighlful  fjtuation,  we  may  very 
well  fuppjfe,  was  ficred  to  retirement  and  (ludy,^  in  all  j 

prohibility,  gave  birth  to  many  of  thofe  moral  fentimeuts  and 
poetical  fancies,  that  will  be  read  and  remembered  with  fatisfac- 
lion  whilft  our  language  retains  a  tincture  of  purity.  ‘ 

On  a  little  hillock,  back  from  this,  which  terminates  a  , walk  I 
firmed  for  conieniplation,  a  plain  ol>elifk  of  about  eighteen  feet 
high,  prcfeiits  itfelf  to  your  view,  erecled  by  Air  Pope  in  memory 
of  his  mother.  Many  compliments  have  been  paid  this-bard  on 
account  of  his  dutiful  attachments,'  particularly  by  his  friend  Swift, 
who  lays  of  him, 

“  WUofc  filial  piety  excels,  “ • 

*  **  W  hatever  Grecian  flqry  tells.” ^ 

And  indeed  I’.iany  palTages  iu'his. own  writings  point  out  thii 
lue-very  plainly ;  |but.  .were  both  the(e  teftiinonics  wanting,  the 
deceiii  ailccuuuaic  niauusi:  he  commemorates  ber.on  thb  obdifc 
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in  inc  following  itifcription  round  the  bafc,  would  be  a  fufllcienc 
proof  of  his  filial  affeiflion  ;

Sir  William  Stanhope,  on  his’purchahng  this  place,  belides  en* 
fir<',ing  and  decorating  the  houfe,  has  added  another*  grotto,  thro* 
whidi  you  are  led  to  additional  gardens:  but  oh  I  what  a  falling 
otf  is  there!  I'his  grotto  (or  gateway  more  properly  fpeaking)  is 
no  more  than  a  plain  brick  arch,  fretted'  to* the  front  with  a  lev\r 
fui  pehhles,  which  carry  (b  aukward  an  imitation  of  nature,  fthat 
\ou  ice  tliroiigh  it  on  the  firll  view;  Oi^r  it  is  a^plain  buU  of'Mr 
J^opc,  in  white  marble,  under  which  are  the  following  lines, \vrii« 
ttji  liy  the  right  bon.  lord  Clare:  '  "f ,  «  •! 

‘‘  The  humble  roof,  the  garden’s  fcanty  line^”'  ’•»  »  o  n  * 

Ill  fpoke  the  genius  of  a' bard  divine;  •  *  m 

But  fancy  now  dilplays  a  fairer  fcope,  /  *  ^ 

‘‘  And  Stanhope’s  plans  unfold  the  foul  of  Pope.” 

This  1  grant  may  be  the  cafe  in  the  enlargement  of  the  houfe, 
\vhich*is  no  way  dilproportioned  to  the  fize  or  tafle  of  the  former 
improvement ;  but  unfolded  the  foul  of  Pope^  in  ref|>eiff  to  tho  ad- 
dliional  gardens  any  one  who  fees  the  firff,  will  by  noimeaos  agree 
Nviih  the  riglit  honourable  poet;  the  one  being  laid  out  inuhe 
fiinplelt  and  mod  rural  manner,  the  other  carrying  alhthd  marks 
of  art  and  luxury.  In  the  one  you  fee  fliady  walks,  open  lawns, 
and  repoling  arbours ;  in  the  other,  artificial  hedges,  exotic  pltints, 
and  fuuiptuous  hot-houfes.  In  fhort,  in  the  former  you  fee  the 
calm  retirement  of  the  poet ;  in  the  latter,  the  fplendid  rcfidcncc

To  negletfl,  therefore,  the  exertion  of  fuch  parts, 
is  far  from  being  faultlefs;  but  the  abufe  of  them  is  unpardonable.

Having  long  had  an  inclination  to  vifit  the  county  of  Suflex, 
and  having  fome  day’s  Icifure  during  the  long  vacation,  and 
meeting  with  a  friend  of  the  (ame  difpofition,  we  fet  out  on  Fri¬

Grhiiiead,  which  we  reached  that  evening.  A  prudiffi  chamber* 
maid,  who  would  not  fubmit  to  a  civil  embrace,  turned  out,  aft 
prudes  generally  do,  a  very  rake  at  heart.  About  two  in  the  mor* 
iiing,  the  oAler  having  quitted  his  own  bed,  made  a  tnidake  of 
the  chamber,  and  came  to  our  apartment,  faying,  Polly,- Polly, 
what,  arc  you  alleep  Nobody  anfwering,  and  he  dilcovering  his 
iniftake,  (bon  found  himlelf  in  the  arms  of  his  chafte  £^ian.  Not* 
withflanding  this  vifgin^s  cn>elty,  I  (hould  have  paffed  over  in  fii. 
lence  her  tnciigue,  if  it  had  not  detained  us  an  hour  and  a  balf  ia

They  unite  from  Vienna,  that  the 
liriucnaiit-geiierai  ctuiiu  d’Kiierhafi, 
who  was  gone  into  the  Uppcr-Sileiia*  in 
oi  di'r  to  take  all  proper  nreihods  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  plague’s  being  coniiuunicaicd 
to  the  imperial  and  Aullrian  dominions, 
had  prepared  a  very  large  houfe  at 
iljtzdorf,  a  village  near  llicliist,  where 
all  travellers  coming  from  Poland  are 
obliged  to  remain  42  days,  with  their 
equipage  and  baggage.  He  bas  alfu 
taufed  a  line  to  be  formed  on  the  fron¬ 
tiers  of  Poland;  and  the  king  of  PrulUa 
is  red(»ubliiig  bis  precautions  on  the 
coniines  of  the  provinces  under  his  do¬ 
minion, 

I'iiey  write  from  Paris,  that  a  very 
llrong  memorial  has  jull  been  prefented 
tfi  the  Prech  king,  from  the  heads  of 
the  parliaments  «f  that  kingdom,  which 
gives  great  umbrage,  to  that  defpotic 
monarch. 

Tranllation  of  a  letter  jnli  received 
from  Paris,  dated  Sept.  3.  1770: 

“  This  it  what  traufpires  from  the 
fori  of  bed  of  JuJtice  held  this  morning  in 
the  Great  Chamber, 

“  The  king  being  entered  there,  de¬ 
clared  to  the  chambers  of  iaqairy  and 
requtfts,  that  he  had  no  need  of  themf 
and  that  in  cenfequence  they  might  re¬ 
tire,  and  go  and  reader  jultice  to  his 
fubjects.  -  The  faid  ebambara  being 
retired,  the  king  ordered  all  the  miooles 
of  the  procce^uge  agaiolt  the  duke 
lyAiguilion  to  be  delivered  to  him  im¬ 
mediately;  and  as  by  private  orders 
they  had  been  kept  ready,  they  were  de¬ 
livered  CO  the  king,  and  by  him  carried 
oiT,  repeating  his  lojapction  of  the  moll 
profound  filcoce  on  that  afi*air,  and  on 
what  had  then  happened,  lie  forbade 


his  pirliament  to  alTcmble  and  debate  on 
that  fuhjcift ;  and  in  order  that  the 
chambers  might  be  witbout  .prefident, 
by  any  of  the  prefidents  a  moriicr,  a  let¬ 
ter  de  cachets  was  delivered  to  each  of 
them,  interdicting  all  functions  in  that 
matter  only.” 

A  few  days  fince  the  following  ett- 
tranrilinary  atfair  is  faid  to  have  hap- 
pcived  at  Paris;  The  king  came  fhilhei* 
fuddenly,  attended  l>y  his  guards,  who 
fnrrouiuicd  the  parliament  houfe  ;  the 
grand  tiioiiartjue  entered,  to  their  gtxac 
alloniJhmenr,  n’hiJc  they  svere 
called  for  the  decree  againit  the  dnke 
P’Aigailloii,  which  he  immediately  tore 
to  pieces,  aitd,  telling  them  they  were  a 
parcel  of  ungrateful  wretches,  got  into 
his  carriage,  and  returned  again  direct¬ 
ly  to  Verfalllcs.
